The application has been amended as follows: 

In claim 1 , on line 8 after "particles" insert - wherein the second layer has a 
greater thickness than the first layer, --. 

In claim 1 9, on line 7, after "," insert - wherein the thickness of the first layer of 
pigmented particles is equal to or less than the thickness of the second layer of 
transparent or translucent particles, --. 

Claims 2 and 20 have been canceled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there is no 
teaching in the prior art directed to a surface covering that comprised of two distinct 
layers that are welded together; wherein one layer is made of opaque particles and one 
layer is made of transparent or translucent particles. Also, there is no teaching in the 
prior art directed to a surface covering comprised of two layers, with one layer has at 
least 30% greater transparency than the other layer.
